"iaemeed by Concordia College in 
Moorhead, Minn., the International Lan- 
guage Villages are informal, experience- 
based programs that introduce young 
people ages 7 to 18 to foreign languages 
and cultures. The ‘‘villages,”’ in Chinese, 
Russian, French, German, Spanish, 
Norwegian, Swedish, Finnish and Dan- 
ish, are held at lake-side facilities from 
June 8 to August 29. 

The villages simulate foreign countries 
and participatents are issued passports, 
exchange their American currency and 
assume foreign names. During one-, two- 
or four-week sessions they experience 
the language and culture during daily 
conversation sessions, at mealtime and 
through ethnic dances and songs, sports, 
celebrations of holidays and historical 
events and crafts native to the culture. 
Twice each summer the villages meet at 
the Norwegian Village for an Interna- 
tional Day. 

More than 3,700 young people from 
nearly every state in the union and a 
number of foreign countries attend Lan- 
guage Village sessions each summer, 
according to Odell Bjerkness, executive 
director of the program. No previous lan- 
guage experience is necessary, since the 
programs are structured for non-speak- 
ers and those fluent in the language. 

The staff, many of whom are certified 
language teachers, includes natives 
from the respective countries. In addi- 
tion to the general session, seven of the 
villages offer four-week intensive ses- 
sions for high school credit. Five travel- 
abroad programs to Franch, Spain, Swit- 
zerland and the U.S.S.R. are also spon- 
sored by the International Language 
Vvillages.

Cossi Juggles 


Two Careers 
Doctor Is Olympic Hopeful 


Although many of today’s 
athletes are forced to balance 
their athletic pursuits with pro- 
fessional careers, few have to 
straddle both. Dr. Alda F. Cos- 
si, 31, of 28 Salem St. has taken 
on the challenge of balancing a 
career in medicine with train- 
ing for a possible spot on the 
1988 United States Olympic 
track team roster as an 800- 
meter runner. 

“It has always been in the 
back of my mind as something 
I would like to try for,’’ Cossi 
said. ‘‘I don’t want to look back 
and regret not having tried be- 
cause you don’t get an opportu- 
nity like this very often.” 

Currently a resident-in-train- 
ing in the Department of Diag- 
nosti¢ Radiology at the Lahey 
Clinic Medical Center in Bur- 
lington, Cossi will take a leave 


of absence in September to be- 
gin an intensive one-year train- 
ing program with the Liberty 
Athletic Club of Boston. She 
will train under the direction of 
John Babington who recently 
coached the United States 
women’s track team for the 
1987 world indoor 
championships in Indianapolis, 
Ind. 


Because her medical educa- 
tion at Georgetown University 
Medical School in Washington, 
D.C., was funded by the United 
States Army, Cossi is obligated 
to serve four years in the Army 
as a physician following her 
training at Lahey. She has one 
year left on her residency 
training before her service ob- 
ligation begins, but was recent- 
ly approved for a one-year 
waiver by the Army in order to 


devote herself to her training. 

“T decided that if I'm going 
to shoot for this, I’m going to 
do it right,” she said. “I’m 
healthy and now I can have a 
consistent training schedule 
which was not possible with a 
physician’s schedule. This will 
be the first time I can train 
consistently .’”’ 

As fortunate as she is to have 
the opportunity to live out a 
dream, there was a time when 
running could be nothing more 
than a hobby. Her running ca- 
reer has developed only since 
women's track has begun to be 
nationally and internationally 
recognized. 

At Leominster High School, 
which is west of Boston, there 
was not even a women’s track 
team until her junior year. De- 


spite this, Cossi became state 
champion in the women’s mile 
in her senior year and New En- 
gland champion while compet- 
ing in the Junior Olympics. 

“At that time,” she said, 
“women’s track was not a 
priority and there wasn’t much 
support for it.” 

When selecting colleges, she 
discovered that only a handful 
of schools had established 
women’s track programs.-Cos- 
si opted for an academic schol- 
arship to Smith College in 
Northampton. 

Since Smith had no track 
team, she worked out periodi- 
cally with the University of 
Massachusetts women’s track 
team and the Amherst College 
men’s team and competed with 
a post-collegiate track club.

After deciding to puruse a 
career in medicine at George- 
town, Cossi all but abandoned 
competitive running during her 
first two years of medical 
school. However, one day the 
track coach of a Washington 
track club spotted her running 
and encouraged her to begin 
competing again. 

“T decided to get back into 
racing but I was very intim- 
idated because women’s track 
was really beginning to take 
off,” she said. “However, I felt 
stronger and faster at this 
point than I ever had before.” 

She was ranked 3lst in the 
United States in the 800-meter 
division in 1982 with a time of 
2:06.

What is Pollen? 


During the reproductive cycle of certain plants pollen is produced to ensure the continuation of the 
species. Pollination occurs through the air when very small particles are released into the air by 
plants such as ragweed. A great number of Americans are allergic to the pollen of the ragweed 
plant. Similarly, trees pollinate during March and April and grasses pollinate during May and June 
Ragweed pollinates during August and early September. 


What are Mold Spores? 


Mold sporesiare involved in the reproductive cycle of mold, which grow on the barks of the trees in 
the forests and in areas which are damp throughout the year. The inhalation of mold spores by 
patients allergic to these spores produces a reaction which is exactly similar to the inhalation of 
pollen by patients who are allergic to pollen. Sneezing, wheezing, scratching, and itching follows 
and patients are generally miserable. 


Why Counts are Useful: 
Counting pollen grains and mold spores in the air is useful in a number of ways: 


1. If one suspects he is allergic to a substance he may, by following the pollen count, correlate symp- 
toms with the counts, 


. If a patient is taking medication for a known allergy to pollen and mold spores, he may deter- 
mine from the counts how protective the medication is; 


If a patient is undergoing immunotherapy (allergy shots), he may determine from following the 
pollen and mold spore counts how effective the injections are in protecting him; 


After the cessation of treatment by an allergist the patient may determine how successful the 
treatment has been by following the counts and observing the presence or absence of symptoms; 
and, 


Finally, the allergist is guided in his treatment of allergic diseases by observing the counts and 
the reactivity of patients who are known to be allergic to the various substances in the air at the 
time of their release 


Method of Counting: 


Various methods are used for counting pollens and mold spores. Currently New England Allergy 
and Immunology, P.C., utilizes the rotorod technique of intermittent air sampling of particles which 
impinge on a glass rod which is rotated automatically throughout a 24 hour cycle. A Burkard filter 
collects mold spores and this is simply an air trap which samples air which is forced through the 
trap. Our sampling site is in Andover, Massachusetts and all results are reported to the Pollen and 
Mold Committee at the University of Michigan. 


The actual pollen counts are done by Pollen Research Associates of Beverly, Massachusetts, under 
the direction of Dr. George Batchelder, who is an internationally recognized pollen and mold spore 
counting expert.

Christ Church Hires Assistant For Christian Education 


Frothingham Brings Past Parish Work, Interest In Spirituality 


If God has really been around since the 
beginning of everything, then he’d be so 
old he’d be dead by now. 

So said Christen Frothingham’s 7- 
year-old friend one day. Frothingham 
told her she was asking intelligent ques- 
tions and gave her a children’s bible for 
her birthday. 

Frothingham has brought that interest 
in teaching Christianity to her new post 
at Christ Church, assistant for Christian 
education. 

“It’s been very exciting and a little 
hard to get my bearings,” said Frothing- 
ham, who’s been at her job since the be- 
ginning of the month. “‘The people are 
obviously dynamic and very intelligent.’’ 

The duties of the assistant for Chris- 
tian education, Frothingham said, are 
two-fold. 

“I’m to develop a porgram of unified 
Christian education for all age groups 
and to keep certain elements going.’’ 

Frothinham will be working with the 
rest of the staff, especially Rector James 
Diamond and Curate Andrew Ham- 
ersley, on a variety of aspects of Chris- 
tian education. 

One of her current projects is getting 
ready for the opening of the parish 
church school Sept. 20.

The purpose of the school, Frothing- 
ham said, is ‘‘to be a resource for fami- 
lies in the Christian upbringing of their 
children.” 

Frothingham said she hopes to run the 
school as a cooperative, so that parents 
can get involved. 

“Issues may be, ‘How do I talk to my 
children about God?,’ ‘How do I cope 
with an age of nuclear terror?’”’ 

Frothingham, who recently moved to 
North Reading with her husband, com- 
poser Scott Wheeler, said being a mother 
to 16-month-old Margaret will help in her 
new position. 

Originally from Rye, N.Y., Frothin- 
ham described herself as a ‘‘cradle Epis- 
copalian’’ who “‘ioved church always.” 

She graduated from Brandeis Univer- 
sity with a degree in comparative litera- 
ture and in 1981 got her master’s from 
the Episcopal Divinity School in Cam- 
bridge. 

“T decided to go to divinity school be- 
cause I was deeply interested and con- 
cerned with a range of issues that only 
divinity school addressed adequately — 
the way in which we can know and talk to 
God, the power of the spirit in people’s 
lives, ways in which we can know 
Christ’s presence and action in our lives

through scripture, worship, history, in- 
tellectual searching and caring commu- 
nity involvement.”’ 

Frothingham then took on_ hospital 
chaplaincies and counseling posts in hos- 
pitals in Massachusetts and Michigan. 

‘Just as God has a real role in people’s 
healing, illness can be a time of rethink- 
ing and healing in people’s relationships 
with God,” she said. 

While working at a psychiatric hospital 
in Michigan, Frothingham found that she 
was “usually working with people whose 
faith was distorted by what they had suf- 
fered. 

“Tt occasionally made me really angry 
at what distortions of reiigion can do to 
people as well as what people’s experi- 
ence can do to people’s perception of reli- 
gion,’’ Frothingham continued. “I was 
seeing a lop-sided view of things.” 

So she decided to go into parish work, 
not only to balance that outlook, but to 
develop lasting relationships. 

‘‘When I was in hospital chaplaincy, 
people would move out of my life. They’d 
get well and go home or they'd die. I 
wanted a few Sunday School picnics to 
balance the funerals.” 

Frothingham went on to parishes in 
Sanbornton, N.H., Woods Hole and South 


Boston. 

“The thing they had in common is that 
they were all small churches,”’ she said. 
“‘T love small churches because there is a 
real sense of involvement, but I love big 
churches too because there is a lot going 
on.” 

One of her goals is to ‘‘further identify 
the needs for Christian education and to 
figure out how to implement them. Chris- 
tian education had apparently become 
somewhat diffuse (at Christ Church).” 

She added that Diamond already has 
good ideas of his own. 

While she is unordained, Frothinham 
says that’s an option. An option that 
would take a lot of time if she decided to 
go ahead with it. Because there are so 
many people who seek ordination in this 
area, the process is an extended one. 

Still, ‘‘it’s something I’m actively con- 
sidering.” 


For now, she’s still settling into her of- 
fice in the Glebe House on Central Street 
and working on upcoming programs. 

‘“‘My impression is that people around 
here live with a lot of pressures,’’ she 
said. ‘I’m concerned that Christian edu- 
cation doesn’t become another obligation 
or burden in their schedule.”’

this year. Included in the package are more 
than 250 Apple computers and a Computer 
Project er, who will oversee the 
integration of new technologies with 
curriculum in all schools. 

The Computer Plan curriculum runs the 
gamut from teaching kindergarteners how to 
operate hardware and use the keyboard to 
advanced science applications at the high 
school level. 

According to the plan put forth by the 
superintendent’s office and passed by the 
school committee, elementary school 
children will become familiar with simple 
computer functions, including mastery of 
introductory-level LOGO commands by the 
time they complete Grade 3. 

The new program also is designed to 
enhance science and special needs 
instructions through the use of specialized 
software at the elementary level. The total 
cost of implementing these programs, 
including equipment, supplies and training of 
instructors, comes to $324,284 for the four 
elementary schools. 

Students at Doherty and West Junior Highs 
will expand on the basic skills learned in 
elementary school by learning common 
computer applications. Such basic functions 
as word processing, spreadsheets and 
databases will be developed, the school 
department’s report said, ‘‘as prerequisites

for advanced courses at the senior high 
school.”’ 


Other stated goals for junior high students 
are learning of 


“to enhance the science 
ent utilization of technology” 
and expansion of “interactive 


listed under goals for high school computer 
instruction as well. 

Once students reach Andover High, the 
report said, they will have advanced far 
enough to apply their basic skills to advanced 
programs. The school department’s abstract 
of the Phase One Computer Plan encourages 
the development of ‘a holistic approach to 
the teaching/learning of science, math and 
computer science.” 

Other high school level programs will 
include use of telecommunications as a 
research tool, and a computerized student 
transcript system to facilitate the college 
admissions application process. 

An itemized breakdown of Phase One costs 
allots $192,584 for computer hardware at the 
elementary level. This consists of 160 Apple 
computers, 66 printers, eight optical scanners 
and a modem. 

Equipment at the secondary level includes 
82 Apple computers, 57 Imagewriter printers, 
a modem, 24 Turbo XT computers with 
Epson printers and a Micro-Vax. Secondary 
school hardware will cost the town $205,707. 

Training for elementary teachers and 
support personnel will cost an estimated 
$20,450, while training, curriculum planning 
and development at the secondary level will 
run up a tab of $16,000. Trainers and 
consultants will be provided at a fee of $14,000 
to Andover. 

Evaluations of the progress made in step 
one of the five-year plan will be made in the 
spring of 1988.

In addition, the Merrimack Valley AIDS Task Force is looking for 
volunteers for its new AIDS hotline, which will be in service this fall. 

Like many local AIDS groups, the task force is trying to create a 
‘buddy system” by which members of the community would be 
pee eee © en ee eee ee 
peri 

Laurie Stillman, administrative director of Boston’s AIDS Action 
Committee, said the buddy system gives patients someone to lean 
on. “The volunteer acts as a friend to the patient,’ she said, 
something that victims may need to keep from feeling shunned by 
society. 

Stillman stated local groups such as the Valley task force are 
crucial to the fight against AIDS because ‘(The AAC) cannot 
possibly service all of Massachusetts. We realize we’ll need help 
from some of these community roots-level organizations.”’ 

The AAC’s role in relation to the local groups, Stillman continued, 
‘is still getting worked out.’’ For now, she said, ‘‘we’re basically 
technical advisers and supporters for them.” 

The AIDS Action Committee consists of 1,300 volunteers and 35 
staff members who offer service to people diagnosed with AIDS or 
AIDS-related complex (ARC). 

The organization, Stillman said, offers a full range of health and 
social services, with referrals for mental health experts, medical 
advice, pastoral care and meals and transportation for patients. 

The AAC offers seminars to companies on dealing with the 
disease. ‘‘Most of them come to us,” Stillman remarked. There is a 
toll-free AIDS hotline, as well as a local informational service phone 
number at the Boston facility. 


In addition, the Committee official said, the group promotes 
legislation that ensures “humane governmental policies” toward 
AIDS victims. ‘“‘We have a good relationship with many of the local 
politicians,’”’ she added. 

Stillman stated the group favors voluntary anonymous testing for 
the disease “‘in conjunction with existing anti-discrimination laws.”’ 


Robert Piskadlo was described by 
his friend and fellow Andover fire- 
fighter James Landry as a man who 
had three great loves in life— his 
family, the fire department and fish- 
ing. 

Landry remembered his colleague 
as a serious fisherman who would 
spend upwards of 30 consecutive 
hours at sea in the dead of winter. 
“He wasn’t just some weekend sail- 
or,” the firefighters’ union president 
stressed. “He knew what he was 
doing.” 

Piskadlo was making enough mon- 
ey from fishing and lobstering to 
cover expenses, the union official 
said. “I guess you could say it was 
his hobby.”’ 

On June 27, ‘‘the skipper,” as Pis- 
kadlo was known, set sail from New- 
buryport in the lobster boat he 
owned to check on his traps some 4-6 
miles offshore. 

The pilotless craft was found along 
the jetties in the Hampton River the

next day. After a fruitless 33-hour 
search involving six boats and two 
helicopters, the Coast Guard de- 
clared the lobsterman missing and 
presumed drowned. 

Landry found the circumstances 
surrounding the seven-year veteran 
firefighter’s disappearance were 
hard to fathom. “It wasn’t a careless 
mistake,’’ he said, “he must have 
had a freak accident.” The Coast 
Guard, Landry added, has said 
chances of recovering Piskadlo’s 
body are “virtually nonexistent.” 

Andover firefighter Craig Ander- 
son, a close friend of the missing 
lobsterman, recalled Piskadlo as ‘‘a 
hell of a nice guy” who often brought 
his buddies from the department 
along on fishing expeditions. 

Anderson said Piskadlo’s love of 
the sea may have stemmed from his 
family background. ‘“They were all 
in the lobster business up in York, 
Maine,’’ Anderson commented. 

The firefighter recounted how Pis- 


kadlo, Landry himself and ‘‘a couple 
other guys from the station’’ in- 
vested in a fishing boat shortly after 
they began working together in 1980. 

“There was a boat for sale, so a 
few of us went into a partnership,” 
Anderson mused. ‘“‘None of us had 
ever even piloted a boat that size. 
The rest of us just knew we were sup- 
posed to head south, but we weren’t 
sure of the direction.”’ 

Landry remarked, ‘‘We’d be out 
there having a good time, but he 
(Piskadlo) really knew how to han- 
dle a boat.”’ 

Anderson said members of the fire 


department have organized ‘work | 


parties” to maintain the Fox Hill 
Road home of Piskadlo’s wife, 
Louise, and their five-year-old son, 
Robert Jr.

Get On With It, Already 


Despite the efforts of some Andover Housing 
Partnership Committee members to get on with 
the business of providing affordable housing, 
little has actually been accomplished, although 
months have passed. 


~* A vocal minority has chosen to stonewall the 


initiative by creating mountains out of molehills 
and making unverifiable accusations of alleged 
misdeeds by town officials. : 

Even state authorities can’t agree on the im- 
pact of the past actions, so it would appear there 
is no chance the matter will be sufficiently set- 
tled in the minds of some. In the meantime, And- 
over has come no closer to meeting its moral 
obligation to provide fair and affordable housing 
than it was when the committee was appointed 
last March. 

Many AHPC members “‘count” those units al- 
"ready approved by the zoning board toward the 
town’s state-required ten percent affordablility 
ratio. They contend this figure shows that the 
town is making real progress. Well, they are sad- 
ly mistaken. 

If one should take a gander at the results of the 
Greenfield ZBA vs. the Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee case, he or she would learn that units can only 
be counted once they are constructed or a valid 
building permit (not just the comprehensive per- 
mit) has been issued and construction has begun. 
Not one of the proposals the Andover ZBA has 
approved has received such permits. Thus, And- 
over is still in the hole by some 400 units. 

It is time for the Board of Selectmen to step in 
and end the squabbling that is keeping the town 
from reaching its goals. The board should direct 
the AHPC to forget the past and begin the work 
they were appointed to do. 

Any members who continue to fight against the 
development of such housing should be removed 
from the committee—they are not serving the 
purpose for which they were appointed. These 
members can then feel free to follow their hearts 
and form an anti-affordable housing coalition if 
they see fit. 


The four original goals set forth for this volun- 
teer committee deserve and need to be addressed 
immediately. First, the committee must assess 
stock needs of the community to 
develop a m town policy 


Next, the Requests for on the 
Champy/Shetland and Perkina Stevens prop- 
erties should be completed and sent out to bid. 


_ The Champy/Shetland proposal should have been 


completed by now, but is only in the initial dis- 
cussion stages. And the Perkins/Stevens land has 
been mentioned only in passing. 

Sending out a questionnaire to get a resident 
consensus on how these lands should be devel- 
oped appears to be nothing but another stalling 
tactic. At best, it’s redundant. Committee mem- 
bers were chosen from different neighborhoods 
and backgrounds to be the resident consensus. ~ 

Until these lands are developed, the town can- 
not adequately fight any developer appeals to the 
state. Lack of action toward creating affordable 
housing may give the appearance the town is 
against such housing on principle. This could put 
every zoning board decision in question, whether 
it be a conditional approval or denial. 

The ultimate goal, also the furthest from at- 
tainment, was that the AHPC would act as a liai- 
son body between the town, its residents, the 
state and developers—a place where all could 
come together to meet the needs of the commu- 
nity at large. Recent events expose the commit- 
tee as not rising to that challenge. 

Unfortunately, those AHPC members who live 
by “the NIMBY principle” (Not In My Back 
Yard) have done nothing but create antagonism 
among all involved parties, making the goal of 
affordable and fair housing far more difficult to 
attain.

Salazar had read the 
memo aloud at the July 27 selectmen’s 
meeting, when she accused the Town 
Manager of singling out certain individuals 
for ridicule. 


Mahony had been contrite, saying 
“sometimes we’re all part of the idiot 
fringe.”’ 

The actual memo did not mention any 
person or group by name. By their actions 
you shall know them, it would seem.
